Paislev prottst*^!. A (juarrul ensued 
and FleckinKtT drew a pistol and point- 
ed it at Smith, who Jumped to one side, 
whereupon the oonitable ibot and IriUea 
Paisley. 

The iuduHtrinls )>ecame furiotis and 
started to lynch Fk-ckin.Ter. Gen- 
eral Smith, however, nrotec-tc<d him and 
aided hnn to <• i a|>e. En^fineer Williams 
meantinsf had been looked up. Tho in- 
dustrials de' funded his release, and tlie 
citizens tearing forthtr trooue, liber- 
ated him.

State Oeboriie and other Populist leadere 
at once held a private c(jnfereiice, and 
at its olo-^e they issued a call for a mass- 
meeting to be held on the public square 
in the idveniug -to discuss tbt question 
of the unemployed. 

The governor then consented to the re 
quest that the army be allowed to camp 
on the courthouse grounds while in the 
dty.

THE FIR E AT CO LUMBUS. 

Oae Ufa UMt— Mm MlMlng— The Lom 
WUl Be Very Ueevjr. 

Columbus, O., May 12. -The tire 
which totally destroyed the Pennsyl- 
vania Ir^ i}.'iit depot, was cnu.ied by the 
explosion of a barrel of naphtha. 

A general alarm was turned in, and 
the hre department responded quickly, 
but owing to the inflammable character 
of the structur.;, it was soon wrapped in 
fiauies. Attention was tlien devoted to 
the grain elevator, lumberyards and 
depots which surrounded the building, 
and by hard work the tire was kept 
from spreading. 

Scarce a stone's throw to the north 
stood the Union passeuger depot, and 
upon its roof the sparks fell in alarming 
(luantities. They were smothered, how 
ever, hy watchful employea. 

When the fire had sULSided it was as- 
certained that two men were missing, 
Edward Kohl, a freight handler, and 
John Wilson, a freight caller. A searcu 
in the debris soon revealed the charred 
and disfigured coipse of Kohl. He was 
au years old, marned and lived on First 
avenue. It is fauiad that Wilson met a 
similar death. 

Tue fiK was caused by the explos'ou 
of a barrel of napntha, the gas from it 
having ignited from a lantern carried 
by William Cochran, a freight handler. 
He was badly, but not fatauy, bumad. 

The main building was a long, one- 
story brick structure, with asemi-dr- 
cnlar roof, a dozen huge arched doors 
on each side, and at the north end, ex- 
tending 2.')U feet, was a frame addition. 

The loss un the building, which is a 
total wreck, is $:J0,000. The greatest 
is on the contents, and this can not 
be even estimated until the bills of 
lading are gone over in detail, in connec- 
tion witli an inspection of the ruins. It 
is supimsed, however, to be several 
hundred thousand dollars. Fourteen 
carloads of merchandize of tlie Penn- 
sylvania coiiipaiiy and four of the li. «fe 
O., on an ad ining track, with several 
stray cars in the yards, were destroyed.

The Ann 
Arbor firemen have gone home, having 
failed to secure restoration of tbs strike 

pay. . 

A little dlverskm in yestardqr's meet- 
ing was treating of the published stories 
about a |IUU,000 shortage in brotherhood 
funds and another about a bij| row U 
tween Cmef bargent and Secretary 
Treasurer Arnold when the latter de- 
manded to know what had become of 
the funds. 

The ottioers believe these stories were 
instigated by disgruntled members of 
the order, wno now pretend loyalty to 
the American Railway union. The 
fact ia that the strike fimd never reached 
but i((5i>,u<K), and was in charge of Chair- 
man Hines of the grand trustees. Its 
disposition ha4 been tally accounted for. 

It is reported that oue of the results of 
tho meeting will be to exjiel ail firemen 
who joined the American Railway 
union strike on the Great Northern con- 
trary to the laws of the order. Chief 
Sarg. nt told President Hill all such fire- 
men would be expelled, and ut the time 
it was thought U} bo a blntf. Whatever 
action is taken will be inipi^rtant, as 
show.ng the jiolicy of the firemen 
toward the American Ka<lway union.

The 1 Iter was a scathing rebuke and 
showed th.it nine years a ,o the bank 
w.ts rotten to thj core, and had not a 
doUai- beli'ii'l it, llau^hey s reply to 
this letter was also pnxl'.i ed in which 
he pleaded tor merv y, and th" bank was 
alloweil lo eoiitiiiue in busine.ss under 
protest. For nine yi^ars inter tiiis 
Theodore P. Hanitliey was ono of the 
mi)st respected men in the community, 
and wan tv. en liieti livinif a lie. The 
letter produced a wonderful sensation 
on acc.unt of its starthug contents. 

The goveriiiiient will close its case

Attoruey General Miller of counsel for 
the defease created a stir in the ranks of 
the government's attorneys by stating 
that they would show that Cashier Rex- 
ford never swore to the reiiort ma le to 
the comptroller of the currency .nist 
prior to tne failure of the bank.

Foully Murdered.

M vDiso.v, Ind., .May 12. - Dave Pink, 
living in an old siianty near here, was 
fiatnd nearly starved to death. Food 
was taken to him, bttt ^ «to too muoh 
and will die.

It app ars that 
when the .M' « ks family and tne pi rsons 
accompaii> iii.C them leai lied a poiut 
near t.ie sch^ olhou-e in Lynn county, a 
short ihstaiice ea.st ot Biownni^. they 
Were nil I by two other men \vlio were 
lying in v. ait. (ins Meeks was first shot 
and Mis. .m< e'.;s lUniped. ."^iie iils ■ was 
killed. The murdiders then took stones 
and beat the brains out of two ot the 
children and lett the other tor dead. 
The murdt ri'is tnen, it is snjiposed, load- 
ed the wh"le laiuily into tiie wagon and 
haule I them nearly tuo miles to the 
Ta>lor farm, where they were buried 
onder a strawstack. 

At half past 4 o'clock yesterday niorn- 
ing. the eldest child came to her senses 
and made her way to tho residence of a 
Mr. Carter, nearby. The C arter family 
then sent a boy to tho Taylor farm, 
where he found the mnrdere<l family, as 
stateil by the Meeks j,drl. The Carter 
boy then saw (ieorge T.iylor and inno- 
cently told him of the niurdor as de- 
scribed b. the almost dying child. 
George Taylor iiiimedi.itelj' started for 
Browning, on hoi-seback, ;;ot liis brother 
William, an 1 both departed on horse- 
back. Their departure from Browniug 
was before the knowledge of the mur- 
der had reached there. 

The jM ople of the neighborhood placed 
guards around the strawstack where the 
dead bodies were found. Uiion investi- 
gatiim it was discovered that a blood 
quilt around the bodies was on fire, the 
ovideiit pnriMise b uig to cremate the 
bodies. The little girl recovered sutti- 
ciently to de.scrilie some of the parties, 
and upon her evidence Sharon Mc^ul- 
lough of (iouid and (ieorge howlett of 
Lime conntv have been arrestud as par- 
ticiriants in the crime. 

A party of citizens from Milan and 
Browning found at the jilaceof tho mur- 
der the revolver and a stone with which 
the murderers had shot and killed the 
father and mother and beat out the 
brains of the two children and left ths 

other for dead. 

The child says that they struck, beat 
and kicked her into tosensibility and 
thought her dead. At this writing the 
Taylors have uot been arrested, but it 
is not thought possible they can esca])e. 

(Treat excitement prevails and if the 
murderers are fully identified, the law 
will bave to be very stvi»g to prtvant 
summary punishment.

their attfiii;it to Kill liim. \V lien, a tew 
days ago, tlio n)ncln>i()n was reached 
that tlie liitcantic paeliyderm was iucor- 
riKiiile ami ixaiHt intly Ijeioinim; more 
Viciou-t, ini ans of ending; his riiitii^mned 
career were diseiis.sed. The eonelnsioii 
waa reached on \Vi ilnenday to kill him 
with poison, nud cyanide of potassium 
was selected lis the most likely drug to 
do its work (jviickly and jiainli'ssly. 

Till has lieeu the "h^cct ut much in- 
tin st since his duum was annonuced, 
and visitors to Ins quarters in Central 
jmrk have iiumliered well n\i into tlie 
hundreds ot thousands. It was the in- 
tention to ailniinister the fatal dose soon 
alter dayliKlit, and in order that the 
task mi|{lJt be the easier Tip was de- 
prived of fo<i 1 for liours. 

At t) a. m. Park Commissioners Clan- 
sen, Straose and Bell. acc(>miianied by 
Superintendents Smith and IJurns, ar- 
rived at the arsenal in Central park. A 
few minutes later Urs. Huntington, Al- 
len and iSpitzka joined them. Tip was 
meanwhile swaying restleesly ar oimd in 
his ca^e and sWUgiBg tail MMmou 
trunk viciously. 

Two avoid possible accidents, all were 
e.Tcluded from the t lophant house excejit 
those directly concerned in the event. 
Utto Mops, who has been for years an 
animal trainer, 'both in Germany and in 
this country, walked up to the cage and 
huided Tip a rosy-colored apple, which 
had a big dose of cyanide of potassium 
hidden within its surface. 

The big fellow nibble«l at it for a mo- 
ment wiUi bis trunk and Unally put it 
in his capacious mouth. Bat when he 
crunchi <l it btjtweeu hia teeth he evi- 
dently felt that there was something 
wrong with the taste and spat it ont. 
Alops llien tried him with a carrot 
winch was snnilarly drugged, but Tip 
refused to taste it, as he did another ap- 
ple and carrot which w»ra pMSsd to him 
afterward. 

Ke< per Moi« then gave Tip a piece of 
bread cuutainin;,' aliout two ounces of 
the deadly drug, but the big fellow, 
alter munching it slowly a couple of 
times, threw it aiso on tne flour. Tip 
undoubtedly had his misgivings about 
the dainty morsels which were being fed 
to him, but the doctors said that he had 
certainly got enough poison faito his 
system to kill a do.i.eu hui-ses. 

The drug did not seem to have very 
much ettect on hira until nearly an hour 
afterward, when the violent motions of 
bis head, body and trunk became less 
rapid, and his legs seemed to be getting 
weak. This lasted only a short time, 
however, and then Tip regained bis 
wonted vigor. 

All tbrongh the day they tried to ad- 
minister the poison, cyaniile of potassi- 
om, by one means or another, bnt did 
not succeed. At last they decided on 
bran, and using small cai^sules. made up 
balls of wet bran, in each one of which 
was placed a caiwule containing about 
Ave or six grains of the cyanide. 
They were placed in the ordinary pail in 
which food iiad l^een given him u^ifore. 

At seven and a half minutes past 4 
o'clock he put hia trunk in the groond 
and, taking up a ball of bran, blew it 
down his throat, several others followed 
and then ho stopped; something seemed 
to affect him. He moved to the troat of 
the cage and rubbea his side against the 
bars, then be trumpeted once or twice, 
and at the end of fonr minales seemed 
to go into a convulsion, his bodr iwelled 
and bis efforts to strain and Dont the 
chain were treineiidons. 

Finally the chain that went around 
his body burst. Getting down on the 
floor, he dragged himself toward the 
door of the cage, imtU reaching the limit 
of the heavy chain which secored his 
foreleg to two of the front ban, he stum- 
bled and fell. He did not go down with 
a crash, however, but went over on his 
side front first, stilEened ont and died in 
just 12 minutes from the time ba took 
the first ball of wet bran. 

The elephant was purchased by Mr. 
Adam Forepaugh, Jr., in and dur- 
ing the first year he was exhibited suc- 
ceeded in killing one man and seriously 
maiming two others. 

In the year 18M he killed two men, 
both of whom were employed as keep- 
ers. Hia vioiousness was again mani- 
fest in the year 1888, when he killed 
three keepex-s (two at one time), and a 
bov. 

In the winter of 1888 Mr. Forepaugh, 
evidently thinking him too exjienBive a 
brute to longer maintain, presented him 
to the menagerie. Shortly after his ar- 
rival at the menagene (in May, 1890) he 
severely injured Keepers Holmes and 
21aron, who were attempting to clean 
the stall in which he was confined. 

On March 17, 18U1, he turned on 
Keeper Snyder, who was in the stall 
with him, and injured him so severely 
that he was confined to hia bed for some 
weeks. 

On Feb. 18, 18D1, he broke botli of 
the chains by which he was fastened, 
tore out two of the partitions in the 
building and very nearly made his es- 
cape.
